TIIE CONSTITUTION (FIFTEENTH AMENDMENT ) 

ACT, 1963 


[5th October , 1963 ) 
An Act further to amend the Constitution of India , 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. This Act may be called the Constitution ( Fifteenth Amand- Short utle. 
ment) Act, 1963 .
